I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Second  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  your  district  for 
the  year  1913.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  197, 
or  5 less  than  the  previous  year ; this  gives  a birth-rate  of  20*6 
per  1,000  population,  as  against  21'7  in  1912  ; the  average  birth- 
rate for  the  previous  five  years  being  22’8. 
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The  sex  of  the  children  born  and  the  birth-rate  of  the 
separate  Townships  are  given  below  : —

The  male  births  are  only  in  excess  of  the  female  births  by 
one.  Barton  Moss  and  Davyhulme  having  the  highest  birth- 
rates. 

To  the  total  of  197  births,  as  shewn  in  the  preceding  table, 
two  must  be  added.  These  births  have  been  transferred  to  your 
district  by  the  Eegistrar  General,  making  a total  of  199  births 
and  a birth-rate  of  20-8.  Three  illegitimate  births  were 
registered  during  the  year. 


DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  120, 
or  8 more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  number  gives  a 
death-rate  of  12'5  as  compared  with  11‘9  in  1912.  Included 
in  the  deaths  are  14  which  have  been  transferred.  These  are 
deaths  of  residents  not  registered  in  the  district.  Six  deaths 
occurred  in  the  district  of  non-residents. 

Out  of  the  120  deaths  37  occurred  in  persons  of  65  years  of 
age  and  upwards  ; the  principal  causes  of  death  in  this  number 
being  senility,  heart  disease,  bronchitis,  and  cancer. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  sex  of  the  persons  dying, 
and  the  death-rates  in  the  different  localities  of  the  district : —

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Twenty-two  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of 
age  giving  a deatfi-rate  of  110’5  per  1,000  births,  as  compared 
with  29‘7  in  1912.  The  high  death-rate  during  the  past  year 
was  no  doubt  due  to  the  inclement  weather.  Six  of  these  deaths 
were  due  to  pneumonia,  2 whooping  cough,  1 measles  and  the  rest 
from  various  causes. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes,  and  including  the  principal  infectious  diseases,  viz., 
small-pox,  enteric  fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria 
and  membranous  croup,  from  phthisis  and  from  respiratory 
diseases : —

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Respiratory  diseases,  comprising  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and 
pleurisy  accounted  for  26  deaths,  against  20  in  1912,  18  in  1911, 
and  1910,  22  in  1909.  The  number  of  deaths  from  these  causes 
is  rather  high  and  probably  due  to  the  same  cause  as  that 
producing  the  increased  infantile  mortality. 

Phthisis  accounted  for  4 deaths,  showing  a death-rate  of  ’4, 
against  '6  in  1912  and  1911,  '4  in  1910,  ‘5  in  1909. 

Only  one  death  occurred  for  diarrhoea,  as  against  nil  in  1912 
and  12  in  1911. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (other  than  Phthisis). 

The  cases  of  compulsory  notifiable  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  are  shewn  in  Table  III. 

This  number  which  only  reached  20  may  be  considered  very 
satisfactory  and  is  the  lowest  number  for  many  years.  The 
following  is  a list  for  the  previous  five  years: — 44  in  1912  ; 45 
in  1911;  115  in  1910;  89  in  1909;  and  42  in  1908.  Three 
deaths  occurred  from  infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  viz., 
2 enteric  fever  and  1 diphtheria. 

Of  the  above  20  cases,  9 occurred  in  Flixton,  3 in  Davy- 
hulme  and  8 in  Clifton. 

Enteeic  Fevee. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  all  occurred 
in  Clifton  ; in  one  case  the  eating  of  Mussels  appeared  to  be  the 
origin ; whilst  in  the  other  cases  no  source  of  infection  could  be 
traced. 

ScAELET  Fevee. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  were  7,  against 
32  in  1912,  22  in  1911,  84  in  1910,  66  in  1909  and  19  in  1908. 

Six  of  these  occurred  in  Flixton,  and  1 in  Davyhulme.  As 
in  the  previous  year  most  of  the  cases  were  of  a very  mild  nature. 
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and  several  were  contracted  outside  the  district,  and  occurred  in 
children  attending  schools  in  other  districts. 


Diphtheria. 

Five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  against  7 in  1912, 
10  ill  1911,  24  in  1910,  9 in  1909,  and  7 in  1908.  Two  cases 
occurred  in  Flixton,  2 in  Davyhulrae,  and  1 in  Clifton.  The 
case  occurring  in  Clifton  was  a very  doubtful  one,  and  was  dis- 
charged from  hospital  after  only  four  days  treatment.  One  case 
at  Davyhulme  was  fatal.  No  definite  source  of  origin  could  be 
traced  in  any  of  the  cases  notified. 

SMALL-POX. 

No  case  has  occurred.  We  have  a contract  with  the 
Salford  Corporation  for  removal  to  their  hospital  of  any  case 
which  might  arise. 

CEPtEBRO-SPINAL  FEVER  AND  ACUTE 
POLIOMYELITIS. 

No  cases  of  these  diseases  which  are  compulsory  notifiable 
in  the  district  have  been  notified. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

During  the  year  your  Council  added  this  disease  to  the  list 
of  tliose  compulsory  notifiable  in  the  district.  Two  cases  have 
been  notified,  and  in  each  instance  I have  paid  visits  and 
obtained  the  necessary  information  and  given  the  requisite 
instructions. 


CASES  REMOVED  TO  HOSPITAL. 

Five  cases  only  were  removed  to  Hospital  during  the  year. 
Two  scarlet  fever,  one  diphtheria,  and  two  enteric  fever.  One 
case  of  enteric  fever  proved  fatal. 
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METHOD  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  at  once ; isolation  is  enjoined, 
either  at  home  or  by  removal  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium, 
and  all  children  from  the  infected  home  are  prevented 
from  attending  school  until  such  time  that  a certificate 
of  freedom  of  the  house  from  infection  is  issued  to  the 
Schoolmaster. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel,  discharges,  drains,  and 
privies  is  carried  out;  and  at  the  termination  of  the  illness 
the  room  and  its  contents  are  thoroughly  fumigated  with 
formaldehyde  gas,  such  articles  as  require  it  being  submitted 
to  Lyon’s  superheated  steam  disinfector,  or  destroyed  and 
compensation  granted. 

Disinfectants,  free  of  cost,  are  provided  in  each  township. 
Careful  inspection  of  the  premises  is  always  carried  out,  and 
defects,  temporal  or  structural,  are  rectified. 

A precautionary  notice  and  a list  of  suggestions  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  is  delivered  at  the 
house  when  the  case  is  visited. 

All  houses  where  cases  are  isolated  at  home  are  frequently 
visited  until  the  termination  of  the  illness. 

If  there  is  suspicion  that  an  unrecognised  case  is  attending 
a school,  the  school  is  visited  and  the  scholars  examined.  This 
has  been  necessary  in  one  or  two  instances  during  the  past 
year. 

DIPHTHEEIA  ANTITOXIN  OEDEE,  1910. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  supply  of  Antitoxin  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  district,  free  of  cost,  for  use  of  those 
patients  who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  it. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS, 

1913. 

Twenty  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  occurred  during  the  year, 
and  were  notified  as  follows : —

When  a case  comes  under  notice,  visits  are  made  from  time 
to  time,  and  a card  of  instructions  as  to  the  best  way  of  counter- 
acting the  disease  is  left  at  the  house.  Disinfectants  are  supplied 
free. 

SCHOOL  CLOSURE. 

During  the  year  I found  it  necessary  to  advise  the  closure 
of  four  schools  in  your  district  on  different  dates,  owing  to  the 
prevalence  of  measles  and  mumps. 

Flixton  Church  School  (Infants’  Department)  for  mumps, 
Flixton  Council  School  (Infants’  Department)  for  measles,  St. 
Ann’s  Church  School  (Infants’  Department)  on  two  occasions  ; 
for  measles  in  one  instance  and  in  the  other  for  mumps. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Lancashire  County  Educa- 
tion Authority. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

The  number  of  samples  purchased  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  29,  particulars  of  which  are  given  below  ; —

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All  were  certified  by  the  Analyist  as  genuine.  These 
samples  were  purchased  by  the  County  Police.  I must  again 
draw  attention  to  the  small  number  of  samples  of  milk  purchased 
under  the  above  Act.  The  total  number  of  samples  for  the  year 
was  29,  and  of  these  only  9 samples  of  milk  were  obtained. 
This  number  is  very  low  indeed  considering  the  quantity  of  milk 
produced  and  delivered  in  your  district,  and  I would  recommend 
that  your  Inspector  be  instructed  to  obtain  samples  of  milk  under 
this  Act. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  I have  paid  numerous  visits  in  company 
with  your  Inspector  to  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  district. 

The  new  regulations  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  which 
came  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have  had  a 
beneficial  effect  and  there  is  a decided  improvement  in  these 
places.  Several  structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  in 
providing  or  improving  the  light  and  ventilation,  and  the  cow- 
sheds are  more  regularly  limewashed  than  previously. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  my  Council  or  any  other 
Authority,  acting  under  special  powers,  in  causing  dairy  cows 
in  the  district  to  be  examined  by  veterinary  surgeons. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  district,  except  a few  scattered  dwelling;?,  is 
supplied  by  town’s  water,  partly  by  Manchester,  and  partly  by 
Bolton. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  more  densely-populated  parts  of  the  Township  of 
Davyhulme  are  provided  with  main  sewers. 

No.  2 Scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  remaining  portion  of 
the  district  is  still  under  consideration,  and  it  is  necessary  that 
this  scheme  should  be  carried  out  with  all  possible  speed,  so  that 
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the  sewage  from  Chapel  Place,  etc.,  can  be  efficiently  dealt  with, 
and  the  area  pvit  in  a more  sanitary  condition. 

Flixton — the  sewage  from  this  township  is  treated  at 
the  works  provided  jointly  with  the  Urmston  Urban  District 
Council. 

The  Clifton  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works 
and  the  United  Brook  Sewage  Works,  and  from  the  present 
quality  of  sewage  delivered  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works,  good 
effluents  are  obtained. 

EXCPtEMENT  DISPOSAL. 

In  the  Eural  District  there  are  about  600  privy  middens, 
1,180  water  closets,  130  pail  closets,  and  6 waste  water  closets. 

During  the  year,  48  privies  and  2 pail  closets  have  been 
converted  to  water  closets,  6 additional  w.c.’s  have  been  provided.

EEMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  EEFUSE. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  work  in  Clifton  and  Davyhulme  is  let  by  contract.  All 
bins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  ashpits  and 
privy  middens  at  least  four  times  a year. 

In  Flixton,  the  Council  only  contract  for  team  labour,  the 
ashpits,  etc.,  are  emptied  by  men  directly  employed  by  the 
Council.  In  this  township  thei’e  is  also  a weekly  collection  of 
bins  and  pails,  whilst  the  ashpits  are  emptied  at  various  periods 
and  as  often  as  necessary. 

The  privy  middens  are  emptied  during  the  night  time  in 
Flixton  and  in  a portion  of  Davyhulme. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Eefuse  Tips  and  at  Farms. 

In  Barton  Moss,  where  the  occupiers  are  mostly  farmers, 
the  work  is  undertaken  by  themselves. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

No  additional  works  has  been  erected  in  Traiford  Park 
under  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

SLAUGHTER-HO  USES. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  duly  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 

Although  only  four  in  number,  they  are  so  scattered  that  it 
is  impossible  to  carry  out  a thorough  inspection  of  the  meat  or 
carcases  before  the  organs  are  removed.  They  are  visited  as 
often  as  possible  at  the  times  of  slaughtering.  » 

No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  were  found  to  be  tuber- 
culous or  otherwise  diseased. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907.

The  general  character  of  defects  found  to  exist  were  damp 
walls,  insufficient  and  defective  ventilation,  defective  or  in- 
sufficient paving. 
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Notices  were  served  under  Section  15  of  the  Act  of  1909, 
representing  9 houses.  All  of  which  have  been  complied  with ; 
in  other  instances,  where  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act 
notices  under  Section  94  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  were  served. 

FACTOEY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  sanitaiy  condition  of  the  workshops  and  workplaces 
has  not  called  for  any  special  action. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  is  in  force  in  the  district,  the  standard  for  females  being 
1 to  20  employed ; and  for  males,  1 to  30  employed. 

There  are  no  cases  of  overcrowding,  many  of  the  places  on  the 
register  being  of  recent  construction  and  satisfactory  in  condition. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  has  arisen  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  places  on  the  register. 

Ninety-seven  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year 
to  factories  and  workshops. 

No  breaches  of  sanitary  requirements  for  bakehouses  came 
under  notice. 

Only  one  of  the  bake-houses  in  the  district  is  underground, 
and  it  is  in  order. 

The  Table  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  State  is  appended, 
duly  filled  in.

The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past 
year : — 

Irlam  Road  (Part  of  Secondary  Road,  No.  350). 

A length  of  200  lineal  yards  of  12in.  by  7in.  dressed  kerb 
and  channel  paved  with  three  rows  of  Gin.  setts,  grouted  with 
pitch  compo,  has  been  laid  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  from  the 
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Red  Lion  Inn  to  the  Railway  Tavern,  and  the  surface  water  drain 
opposite  the  above  kerb  lias  been  relaid  and  repaired  for  a length 
of  100  yards.  Three  brancli  drains  and  six  new  gullies  and  grids 
have  been  laid  and  fixed. 

The  roadway  for  a length  of  200  yards  has  been  scarified, 
coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled.  The  cost  of  the  above 
works  has  been  £146  4s.  9d. 

From  Townsgate  Farm  to  Irlam  Ferry  the  roadway  has  also 
been  scarified,  coated  wich  macadam  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost 
of  £83  6s.  8d. 

WooDSEND  Road  (Part  of  Secondary  Road,  No.  351). 

In  this  road  the  kerbing,  channelling,  and  macadamizing  of 
the  length  between  Moo rside  Road  and  the  Flixton  Union  has 
been  completed. 

In  front  of  the  cottages  on  the  east  side  of  the  road  near 
the  Red  Lion  Hotel,  12in.  by  7in.  dressed  kerbing  has  been  laid, 
with  channels  18ins.  wide  of  grit  setts  grouted  with  pitch 
cotnpo,  and  blue  bricks  have  been  paved  on  the  path  opposite 
the  cottages,  the  total  cost  being  £20  10s. 

Moorside  Road  (Other  Roads). 

From  the  Davyhulme  boundary  to  near  the  White  House  a 
new  9in.  diameter  socketed  pipe  surface  water  drain  has  been 
laid  ; 15  branch  drains  and  30  gullies  and  grids  have  been  laid 
and  fixed.  The  cost  of  this  work  is  £124  15s.  8d. 

Chassen  Road  (Other  Roads). 

In  Chassen  Road  a length  of  150  yards  of  roadway,  from  the 
Flixton  Mill  towards  Church  Road,  has  been  scarified,  covered 
with  macadam  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of  £37. 

The  work  of  laying  kerbs  and  channels  near  the  Roebuck 
Hotel  is  in  hand. 
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Peivate  Stkeet  Works. 

The  objection  of  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  of  the  Private 
Street  Works  in  Albert  Grove,  and  claim  for  damages  amounting 
to  £118  11s.  6d.  made  by  Mr.  W.  H.  M Ward,  an  owner  in  that 
road,  was  the  subject  of  an  inquiry  held  at  Flixton  on  let  April, 
1913,  by  J.  Ekin,  Esq.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  on  6th  August  the  order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  was  made  amending  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  Mr.  Ward 
from  £90  10s.  7d.  (the  amounc  apportioned)  to  £81  4s.  3d.,  and 
ordering  payment  of  tliat  amount  to  be  made  forthwith.  As  to 
the  claim  for  damages,  the  Inspector  declined  to  go  into  the 
matter  at  all,  pointing  out  that  Mr.  Ward  might  take  proceed- 
ings elsewhere  if  he  cared  to  do  so. 

Plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared,  submitted,  and 
approved  by  you  for  tar  macadamizing  Clarendon  Hoad  and 
Brighton  Avenue  off  Woodsend  Eoad.  and  draining  and  making 
up  the  passages  off  same  with  granited  rock  asphalte  on  concrete. 
The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  above  works  amounts  to 
£1,362  10s.  lid.

The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  on  the  highways 
during  the  past  year  : — 

Crofts  Bank  Eoad  (Part  of  Secondary  Pioad,  No.  351). 

From  Mrs.  Cookson’s  house  to  Ci’ofts  Bank  tlie  roadway  has 
been  scarified,  coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled  at  a cost 
of  £89  12s.  6d. 

Repairs  over  the  underground  pipe  telephone  main  along 
the  paths  in  this  road  have  been  carried  out  and  the  cost 
charged  to  the  contractors  who  carried  out  the  work. 

Davyhulme  Road  (Part  of  Secondary  Road,  No.  351). 

From  Crofts  Bank  to  Cornhill  Road  the  roadway  lias  been 
scarified,  coated  with  2in.  Penmaenmawr  granite  and  steam 
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rolled  at  a cost  of  £150  4s.  Od.,  and  similar  work  has  been 
carried  out  from  Bent  Lanes  to  the  Flixton  boundary  at  a cost 
of  £122  17s.  9d. 

The  footpath  from  Barton  Eoad  towards  Davyhulme  for  a 
length  of  300  yards  has  been  made  up  with  limestone  asphalte 
at  a cost  of  £42  Os.  9d. 

Moss  Eoad  (Secondaiy  Eoad  No.  349). 

In  Moss  Eoad  a length  of  75  yards  of  kerbing  and  channels 
on  the  east  side,  from  Lostock  Eoad,  has  been  laid  and  two 
gullies  and  branch  drains  have  been  fixed  and  laid  at  a cost  of 
£32  16s.  Od.,  and  the  making  good  of  the  macadam  to  same 
will  be  done  before  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 

Other  Eoads. 

Ill  Bent  Lanes  a length  of  300  yards  of  roadway  has  been 
scarified,  coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled  at  a cost  of 
£53  18s.  Id. 

In  Cornhill  Eoad  a length  of  220  yards  of  roadway  from 
Davyhulme  Eoad  towards  Mr.  Hardman’s  house  has  been 
scarified,  coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled. 

The  road  widening  near  St.  Michael’s  (Mr.  Smith’s  house) 
has  been  proceeded  with,  the  thorn  fence  removed,  wooden  two- 
rail  fence  erected,  excavation  and  ballasting  witli  brickbats  and 
cinders  completed,  the  surface  water  drain  repaired,  and  six  new 
gullies  with  cast-iron  grids  fixed  and  branch  drains  laid  at  a 
cost  of  £80  5s.  Od. 

Private  Street  Works. 

Chapel  Place  and  passages  off  same  being  in  a very  dirty 
and  unsatisfactory  condition,  the  Committee  has  caused  plans, 
sections  and  estimates  of  cost  of  making  them  up  and  draining 
and  sewering  them  to  be  prepared.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
roadway  be  paved  with  grit  setts  on  the  sloping  portion  near  the 
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Ship  Canal  and  with  granited  rock  asphalte  on  concrete  under- 
bed for  the  southern  and  level  portions  of  the  road.  The 
passages  also  to  be  of  rock  asphalte  on  concrete  with  proper 
surface  drains  and  gullies.  Notices  have  been  served  and  have 
expired  and  application  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
sanction  to  the  necessary  loan  of  £1,065  3s.  2d.  will  be  made 
in  due  course. 


Davyhulme  Main  Drainage. 

The  dispute  between  yourselves  and  the  Manchester  Corpora- 
tion as  to  the  infiltration  of  subsoil  water  into  the  new  sewers 
having  been  settled  by  the  completion  of  a Supplementary 
Agreement,  the  pumping  of  the  sewage  into  the  Corporation’s 
tanks  at  Davyhulme  Sewage  Works  was  commenced  at  12-0 
noon  on  10th  May,  1913,  and  has  proceeded  continuously  since 
that  date. 

By  your  instructions  I have  had  gaugings  taken  monthly 
on  a rectangular  V notch  weir  fixed  in  the  outfall  sewer  in  the 
path  along  Mrs.  Barlow’s  farm,  and  the  results  have  been  as 
stated  in  the  following  table  : —

No.  2 Scheme. — Davyhulme  Main  Drainage. 

The  scheme  for  laying  a sewer  from  Davyhulme  Sewage 
Works  to  Chapel  Place  along  Redclyffe  Road  has  been  sanctioned 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  after  an  Inquiry  held  on 
5th  December  last,  by  M.  K.  North,  Esq.,  M.  Inst.  C.E.,  and  the 
work  can  be  proceeded  witli  as  soon  as  certain  matters  in 
connection  with  the  Manchester  Corporation  Bill  in  Parliament 
have  been  settled. 

An  area  of  1,450  super,  yards  of  land,  adjoining  your  depot 
at  Croft’s  Bank,  and  in  rear  of  Mrs.  Bethell’s  farm,  has  been 
taken  on  a lease  for  20  years,  upon  which  will  be  erected  a two- 
storey  building  containing  an  office,  cart  shed,  and  mortuary  on 
the  ground  floor,  with  plumber’s  workshop  and  lamp  store,  large 
store-room  and  water  closet  on  upper  floor.  The  cost  is  estimated 
at  about  £300.

A.  A.  G.  Malet,  Esq.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government 
Board.  The  Local  Government  Board  required  certain  altera- 
tions and  additions  to  be  made  in  the  scheme  which  have 
increased  the  estimate  of  cost  to  £2,061,  and  the  sanction  of  the 
Board  to  the  increased  amount  is  being  sought. 

Unity  Brook  Sewage  Works. 

The  effluents  from  this  works  are  somewhat  variable,  and 
the  analyses  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  have  been

CLIFTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  part 
of  your  district  is  still  carried  out  under  contract,  and  the  work 
continues  to  be  done  in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner. 

The  dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the 
privies  and  ashpits  at  least  four  times  a year. 

Nine  water  closets  have  been  substituted  for  privies,  and 
one  additional  water  closet  has  been  provided.  Six  privies  have 
been  converted  to  pail  closets.  Six  privy  middens  abolished  and 
dust  bins  provided  for  house  refuse. 

DAVYHULME. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  district 
is  also  carried  out  under  contracts,  and  with  the  exception  of 
Trafford  Park  area,  the  work  is  done  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
A number  of  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  with 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Contractor  in  not  regularly  emptying 
the  pail  closets  at  the  various  works  in  Traffoid  Park  area.  With 
alterations  proposed  in  the  new  contract  for  this  portion  of  the 
district,  I am  hoping  the  same  will  prove  beneficial  and  result 
in  more  regular  attention. 

The  dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the 
privies  and  ashpits  not  less  than  four  times  a year ; 23  water 
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closets  and  20  dustbins  have  been  substituted  for  privies  and 
middens,  and  1 additional  water  closet  has  been  provided. 
The  work  of  redrainage  of  houses  and  connecting  the  same  with 
the  new  sewer  has  been  steadily  going  on  throughout  the  year. 
The  number  of  houses  redrained  and  connected  with  the  sewer 
being  80.  Only  a very  few  houses  now  remain  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  sewered  portion  of  your  district.  I am  pleased  to 
say  this  work  has  been  carried  out  with  very  little  friction,  and 
it  has  only  been  necessary  in  two  instances  for  the  Council 
to  do  the  work  on  non-compliance  with  the  notices  served. 

The  water  test  is  applied  to  all  new  drains. 

The  No.  2 scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  remaining  portion 
of  this  district  is  receiving  consideration,  and  1 hope  before  long 
will  be  well  in  hand.  This  will  provide  for  much  more  suitable 
drainage  arrangements  and  will  be  the  means  of  abolishing  many 
filthy  cesspools  and  an  improved  condition  in  the  water-courses. 

Offensive  Tkades. 

The  three  works  under  this  heading  in  Trafford  Park  are 
being  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner.  No  serious  com- 
plaints have  been  received  in  connection  with  these  works. 
One  license  for  a knacker’s  yard  in  Trafford  Park  was  granted 
during  the  year. 

FLIXTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  town- 
ship is  still  carried  out  under  contract  for  team  labour,  the 
manual  work  being  done  by  men  directly  employed  by  the 
Council.  The  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  done  in  a 
very  satisfactory  way  and  at  a considerable  reduction  in  the 
team  labour  contract.  The  number  of  complaints  received  in 
connection  with  this  work  were  only  six,  which  I consider  is  a 
very  low  figure  indeed  and  shows  the  efficient  manner  in  whicli 
this  work  is  dealt  with. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  loads  removed 
from  ashpits,  privy  middens,  and  dust  bins : —

In  addition  to  the  above  figures  a horse,  cart  and  man  have 
been  engaged  on  the  tip  as  required  in  carting  soil  from  the 
bottom  and  covering  the  top  portion  of  the  tip  ; by  this  arrange- 
ment the  tip  is  kept  in  good  condition  and  does  away  with  an 
unsightly  appearance. 

Eighteen  water  closets  have  been  substituted  for  privies, 
seven  privy  middens  abolished,  four  additional  water  closets,  and 
55  new  or  additional  dustbins  have  been  provided.  The  drains 
of  21  houses  have  been  re-constructed,  and  six  house  drains  have 
been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  water  test  is  applied  to  all  new  drains. 


Slaughter-houses. 

No  additional  licenses  have  been  granted.  There  are  only 
four  licensed  in  the  district,  two  in  Flixton  and  two  in  Clifton. 
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Fifty-nine  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises.  They  are 
kept  in  a fairly  good  condition.  No  diseased  or  unsound  meat 
has  been  found. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds.

Eighty  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises.  The  new 
regulations  adopted  by  the  Council  and  which  came  into  opera- 
tion at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have  been  very  beneficial. 
Many  of  the  cowsheds  are  in  a much  better  condition,  and  the 
places  are  more  regularly  cleansed  and  lime-washed.  Several 
improvements  have  been  effected  as  regards  light  and  ventilation 
and  others  are  receiving  attention. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  houses  reported  as  containing  one  or  more 
cases  of  infectious  disease  other  than  Tuberculosis  will  be  seen  on 
reference  to  Table  IV.,  also  a comparison  with  previous  years.

The  free  distribution  of  Disinfectants  from  convenient 
centres  in  each  Township  still  continues,  a reasonable  quantity 
being  used. 

Hackney  Carriages. 

Two  Hackney  Carriages  and  two  Drivers’  Licenses  have 
been  renewed  in  Flixton. 

In  Davyhulme,  two  Taxi-cabs  and  one  Drivers’  Licence 
were  issued. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  with  these.

Eight  Licenses  for  storage  under  the  above  Acts  were

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises,  but  no 
infringement  of  the  regulations  were  discovered. 

Public  Lighting. 

In  Davyhulme,  13  new  lanterns,  with  inverted  burners, 
have  been  fitted  to  the  remaining  pillars  along  Barton  Eoad,  and 
the  whole  length  of  this  road  is  now  lighted  with  this  class  of 
lamp. 

In  Flixton,  nine  additional  lamps  have  been  erected,  viz. : — 
Six  Irlain  Eoad,  1 Shaw  View,  1 Windsor  Avenue,  and  1 The 
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Crescent;  the  lanterns  from  existing  pillars  in  Flixton  Eoad 
were  fitted  to  these  pillars  and  new  lanterns  with  inverted 
burners  substituted. 

In  Clifton  nine  new  lanterns  for  bracket  lamps  have  been 
provided  ; also  six  additional  automatic  controllers  for  lamps  on 
Manchester  Eoad. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  Barton  Moss.
